We are considering the extension of the Court Fees Act passed 
m 1956 by the Andhra Assembly to the Ttlangana Region 
After reading the Statement of Objects and Reasons of the 
Bill, one thmg becomes clear that the Government also feel 
that the integration of the two laws m all their details is 
necessary, for which, as it is stated m the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons, some further time would be required 
And as they feel that a uniformity m the State Laws cannot 
wait till then they have brought m this Bill I ha\e failed to 
understand the reasoning of this logic If the Government 
feels that the mtegiation of the two laws has got to be consi- 
dered m detail, we have had enough time to consider It 
was suggested not only by the hon Members of the 
Assembly but even a prominent person or an eminent jurist 
like our former Chief Justice of Andhra Pradesh High Court 
that the question of integration of laws of the tw o regions is a 
question which could not and should not be tackled on a 
cursory basis After all, the legislation m any part of the 
State was an outcome of the social atmosphere or the peculiar 
circumstances existing m that particular area It would, 
therefore, be merely a blind following, if nothing else, to 
merely apply one set of laws of one region to the other regions, 
without going into the facts and circumstances which were 
obtaining m that particular area, or even continue to obtain 
m that particular area Take for example, the integration 
of laws from other States We have got most of our laws 
from the composite State of Madras Similarly, m Telangana 
region most of our laws were passed when composite 
liyderabad State was there 

We have completed 16 months after the formation of 
Andhra Pradesh As I said just now, it was suggested by emi- 
nent jurists, lawyers, legislators and other persons interested 
m different types of social legislation and even tax legisla- 
tion that at the time of integration of either the tax structure 
or legislation of the two areas, it is always better to appoint 
a Law Commission as far as mtegration of various laws is 
concerned, and an Experts' Committee as far as mtegration 
of ta:?t structure is concerned It need not be argued out that 
the tax structure is different m Andhra area and Telangana 
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area and taal si ucture jtignt b\ or ^vrongly, was bmlt up 
when both the reg^ioi'S ^ eie part of composite Madras State 
and H\derabaJ Sta e rebpecti\el\ Either to continue or 
apph one set of la^^s o^'' oi e region to the other region, natur 
alh, would mvohe man\ consequences and before any econo 
mic dislocation is caused it is alwa\s safer rather wiser — to 
probe into tlie econo^iic condicions of that legion to which 
such Ipws are extended 

I would, therefoie, urge, again, on the Government to 
think of formulating a Law Commission m order to integrate 
these two sets of laws or t^\o s\ stems of la^vs which were m 
V ogue not only for fi\ e \ ears oi ten \ ears m this region or that 
region but foi hundieds of years E\en the laws of Andhra 
regions J I feel should be subjected to a strict scrutiny because 
the reqmrements of Andhra Society are decidedly different 
from the requirements of the composite Madras Society It 
would, therefore^ be wrong to continue even m Andhra 
region certain old set of laws vvithout changing the social 
considerations and conceptions m legard to law and 
administration It is, therefore a matter for the primary 
consideration of the Government to appoint a Law Conmiis- 
sion to scrutinise the entire system of laws existing m two 
regions sepal ately, in Mevv of the social values, social condi- 
tions and needs obtaining m the two parts of our State and 
evolve out of such scrutiny a system of laws which would 
be m consonence with the social needs of today That is one 
suggestion which I would like to give It is not a new 
suggestion As I said it has been repeatedly given by emi- 
nent persons 

We do not know what steps Government have taken so 
far to bring about the integration of laws, which would be 
acceptable to both the regions without any objection What 
I personally find from the last 15 months' attitude of the 
Government is that they think that after all it is very easy 
to e:s:tend one set of laws to the other region without going 
into e\ ery section — social requirements, tax structure or any 
thing m detail — ^but it causes consequences which would be 
harmful m a \erv uncquivoeab>le manner I would, there- 
fore, request the Government to look at this question more 
from people's point of view, social requirements pomt of view 
and not merely from getting money-out of-it pomt of view 
1 would request the hon Finance Mmister to look at this 
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question iii a broad manner and tackle this question not 
merely by irtroducmg the extension legislation as far as one 
Act IS concerned, but by appointing a Law Commission to go 
into this question 

With regard to the taxstiucture al^o^xdurmg the course of 
the last 15 months particular^ m Telangana Region no 
less than six or seven kmds of taxes ba\ e been imposed 

Mr Speaker What are the suggestions of the hon Mem 
ber with regard to this Bill *? A^hat does he Tvant the Go\- 
ernment to do now ^ There are two Motions of the hon 
Members before the House One is to send the Bill for eli- 
citing public opmion and the other is to reler it to the Select 
Committee, and the Go-vernment thinks that it should be 
immediatelv taken into consideration 

Srz Gopahao Ehhofe I am coming to that. Sir The 
two points which I have stressed, from m\ point of view, 
are more important, vital and basic and these two points are 
to be tackled on a proper basis This being an important 
Bill, it would certainly require a careful consideration before 
it is extended to Telangana Region 

I would, therefore, request the Government to adopt either 
of the two measures or at least consider the worth of these 
suggestions given by eminent jurists and persons who are 
interested m the integration of laws of these two regions 
and m the integration of tax structure , one is appointment 
of a Law Commission to scrutinize the entire system of laws 
m the two regions , the other is if, a Law Commission can- 
not be appointed, appointment of a Committee of Expert 
Jurists and some experienced administrators, who enjoy 
the confidence of the people, m order to piobe into this matter 
more scientifically and then evolve a better tax structure 
for the entire Andhra Pradesh State Blindly following the 
laws that have been brought from Madras State and adapted 
m Andhra, and extending them to the Telangana region, m 
my very humble opinion, is not the correct waj of approach , 
the problems of Telangana are entirely different , the eco- 
nomic conditions of Telangana are also entirely different 
During the course of the last fifteen months, the Telangana 
region has been subject to as manv as six or seven taxation 
measures or increasing taxes have been imposed on this 
particular area, without proportionately giving any benefit 
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I would therefore require as far as the increase of tax struc 
ture IS concerned, the appointment of an Expert Committee 
consisting of eminent jurists and persons who are interested 
in building up a sound fiscal policy for this State, and who 
can studv the social conditions, social requirements and 
social needs of the two regions separately and then e^olve a 
different and better tax s-y stem for the entire State of Andhra 
Pradesh This is the only way by which we can think of 
a uniform tax s\stem for the entire State 

With regard to the particular Bill, the Andhra Court Fees 
and Suits \ aluation ( Indhra Pradesh Amendment) Rill, 
1957, which IS for consideration before the House, as I said 
earher, it has a far reaching effect if we compare the sections 
of the H} derabad Court Fees Act and the Schedule of the 
Court Fees Act of Andhra passed m 1956 

Mr Speaker I would like to know what the hon JNIember 
IS driving at ^ Is he for referring the Bill to the Select 
Committee or does he ad\xse the Government to withdraw 
the Bill "^ 

Sri Gopalarao Ekbote Does the hon Speaker mean that

Srt Gopalarao Ekbote May I request you, Sir, to con 
sider the process of discussion m the House If the Chair 
wants me to come to details later, I ha^ve no obiection The 
arguments ot the Government or the Law Minister would 
amount to 'hang the man first and then start enquiry into 
the crinae that he has committed ' I thought I would 
give the reasons first why the enquiry should be started 
earher than hanging the man 

Sir, I was suggesting that this Bill has a fair reachitxg 
ejffact I can give examples bv comparative study of the 
sections and different items forming part of the scheduJei^ 
of the two Acts It would necessarily take us to one con 
aix^sion that the merease in the court fees m Telan^aiia 
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area m certain cases would be some-vvhere 50 times to the 
existing rat-s , in several casc^ it is 10 to 20 t nes and the 
maximum is 50 ti les , for example, m \ ril aoph cations the 
fee 13 Rs 2 m T^la iga la a^ep a i»d t us is for all k nds of writs 
undar Articla 223 of the Coi.:>Lit ition of India But, accord- 
ing to this B U, Wei will mave to pay Rs 100 for such writ 
applications It is not onW a sudden and great increase, 
but lb 1:, also piohibitive if 1 c^ll it so After all, the inte- 
gration of the Court Fees \cts of the two regions is not to 
get more money to the Go^ .rnment Exchequer On the 
one hand, courts have been lepeatedh nleadmg that justice 
should be speedier a»id cheiner But, b^ tl is Bill if justice 
is made con^tiler and e\en prohibitive, then I must request 
the hon F nance Mm^btei to look pt this Bill, not from the 
point of view of getting more mone^, but fiom the point 
of view of the principle on which w^c \^ant to approach the 
diff-,rent q les ion!> Our appioach to this particular 
Coarfc Fee^ and Saics Valuation Bill ii> to facilitate the ques- 
tion of liUgaiion and give the people, at their own door, a 
chaap and a speedy justice , and may I therefore plead that 
this Bill, if enacted, w^ould amount to prohibiting people 
from approa^^hmg courts for justice There is absolutely 
no reason for huri\ m this respect In the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons the Government have stated 

*' As it would take some time to replace the Acts 
referred to above m force m both the aieas by a single inte- 
grated enactment for the whole of the State of Andhra Pra- 
desh and as it is de!> rable to secure uniformity m the taxa- 
tion measures m force m both the areas of the State, the 
Government have decided to extend the Andhra Act to the 
Telangana a rea repeahng the coirespondmg Hyderabad 
Acts m force m that area " 

Therefore, when the Government is feeling that the mte 
gration of these two Ac^ b finallv require certain time and cer- 
tain careful consideration and w^hen that fact is realised by 
the Government itself and when the Government has waited 
for fifteen months after the formation of Andhra Pradesh, 
I do not see any reason for this hurry Even according to 
this Bill, it IS stated that they will get Rs 10 lakhs a year 
I ask IS it worth that, if the Government is trying to get, 
after integration, say, withm 4 or 6 months-or whatever 
period they require to integrate these two Acts after probing 
into the whole matter more carefully, about 5 of § lakhs 
of rupees "^

Sir, these are the few suggestions I wanted to make I 
still stand by the statement which I remember to ha\ e read 
somewhere, that the Government is going to get Rs 10 
lakhs out of this extension of the Andhra Court Fees Act to 
the Telangana area And if no money is to be had from this 
extension, I would very earnestly suggest the postponement 
of the consideration of the Bill and appointment of a Law 
Commission or Law Committee for evolving a sound fiscal 
policy and a uniform tax structure for both the regions of 
Andhra and Telangana

Srz V K Nazi Mr Speaker^ Sir, it has been said that 
whenever tax proposals come, the opposition rises to give 
their opposition It is Hot with that view that we give our 
observations on the Bills Though not a lawyer myself, but 
by ^srpferienee of courts bills and court %es, we can say that the 
&guigL^mm^t of the court lefes m&iy li^^^^^t^ fdr stimB tkate 
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at least till we have integrated all the laws of Andhra and 
Telangana When a statement has been made categorically 
that there would be no increase on the revenue side, it would 
be worth deferring consideration of this Bill for some more 
time 

Referring the Bill to a Select Committee would mean 
finalising the Bill, so that we could reduce the amendments 
that might other^^ise be brought into the House I, there- 
fore, plead that, as has been correctly argued by m^ predeces- 
sor that Telangana has been often and often going into the 
stream of increased taxation from Sales tax onw ards to stamp- 
fees on the Revenue side, this Bill should be deferred for the 
present Psychologically at least, to bring a change m the 
minds of the Telanganites, let us hvae a sympathetic attitude 
I suggest that the Government shoiild defer the Bill for the
